Math... the essence of life 



Miss Anita Harkness en- 
joys teaching math because it 
is "an easy subject to teach 
and an easy one to learn." 

She says about education, "I 
believe the teachers and the stu- 
dents have more responsiblity 
to education than memorizing 
facts. We should communicate 
with one another." 

Before coming to LSUS Miss 
Harkness taught at Fair Park 
High School at West Corina, Cal- 
if, and for one year taught as 
an exchange teacher in England. 
She was a teacher in a girls' 
grammar school in a suburb 
of London. In England the gram- 
mar school is a college prep- 
aratory high school. She taught 
girls between the ages of 11 and 
19. 

Miss Harkness received her 
B. S. and M. S. degrees from 
Northwestern State College. She 
has also attended Hollins Col- 
lege in Roanoke, Virginia and 
has taken courses at UCLA and 
UC. Santa Barbra. 
Likes Horse Races 

"I liked California for the 
mountains and the horse races. 
But most of all, in California 
each person was accepted as an 
individual and at face value. It 
didn't matter who you were, what 
color you were or who your par- 
ents were. Also I liked Cali- 
fornia because I became addict- 
ed to fresh mushrooms and the 
fresh dates and lemons right from 
the trees." 

During her stay in England 
Miss Harkness noticed some of 
the differences between English 
and American attitudes of ed- 
ucation. 

"In a grammar school in 
England a student is considered 
a child as long as he is in school 
even if he is 19 years old. At 
the school where I taught, the 
parents of the girls were in- 
vited to visit the school only twice 
in the five to eight years the 



girls were there. Also I found 
them more status conscious 
there." 

Mr. Charles D. Smith is a 
math teacher who really enjoys 
his orofession. 
TAKE YOUNG MINDS 

"I come from a long line of 
engineers and architects so the 
math comes naturally to me. I 
like teaching the students^ is 
a challenge to me to take young 
minds who aren't really inter- 
ested in math and see what kind 
of good grades I can get out of 
them." 

"I considered staying in the 
Army or going into industry but 
I get a kick out of mathmatics. 
To me math is a real and living 
thing." 

Mr. Smith got his B.S. de- 
gree in 1964 and his MJS. de- 
gree from Northwestern State 
College in 1966. After getting 
his second degree he entered the 
Army. He came to LSUS just 
three weeks after getting out of 
the Army. 
Served in Nam 

Mr. Smith served with the 
2nd Signal Group in Long Binh, 
South Viet Nam after receiving 
training in microwave and trop- 
ospheric scatter communica- 
tions. 

Most of his spare time he 
spends with "the prettiest girl 
and the best -looking boy in the 
world," his two children. 

He enjoys working in his gar- 
den planting "anything that looks 
good on the package. I got lucky 
and planted 11 tulip bulbs and 
all 11 came up."

European Tour

On ALL LSU Campuses 



University students interested in touring Europe this summer 
may join the Louisiana State University entourage which will cover 
nine countries in five weeks. 

A jet leaving New York for London June 10 will take 40 students 
on a tour of England, Holland, France, Denmark, Germany, Austria, 
Italy, Switzerland and Spain.
